".Since Bishop Troianos was notified 


by the Greek government to return im- 
mediately; his official position Is abol- 
'shed and at the present time he has 
no right lo exercise spiritual dominion 
over the parishes of the Greek Ortho- 
dox chur«h In America. 
It Is at pres- 


ent unlawful for the priests to men- 
tion the name of the deiioscd bishop 
in any of the church services. The on- 
ly canonical bishop in the country at 
present Is Archhishop Kodoatolou in 
New York. 


"On account of political reasons out- 


side of the canons of the church, cer- 
tain local factions have seen 
fit 
to 


chanjfe the name of the Greek church 
in Lowell and retain Troianos as their 
bishop. They have also declared their 
church to be independent or Atitoke- 
falous 
(sclf-gtivcrninK). 
These 
deci- 


sions are absolutely contrary to tho 
canons of the church, tho laws ol which 
condemn them as heretics and schis- 
matics. It Is Impossible lor a layman 
to declare an independent church. Tho 
only legal way In which a church can 
ask for the privilege of becoming In- 
dependent is lo apply 
to

Saint 


Synod at Constantinople nnd in order 
to do this-a church must have between 
three and six bishops in its governing 
body.

Xew England 1ms suffered irreparable loss from textile strikes with the 
result thai many thousands of operatives have been held in idleness for 
the greater part of. a year and thut some of tho manufacturing con- 
cerns involved and soino that did not suffer froui strikes have decided 
either to move to the south or to establish branch1 plants there. 


Vet iu face of all this, the Unite_d Textile VA'oi'kcrs of America in 


council ;it Fall Jtivcr, have announced that tlie operatives of tlmt cily 
will go on slrike for a 20 per cen^. wage increase as soon as final orders 
are received from President Thomas F. MeMalioii of the internaiioaal 
hrtdy. 
Here then is a threat suspended nlike over the heads of the 


manufacturers 
and the operatives, a"hd yet there is no third parly to 


step in with official authority to determine the facts and tell the publis 
whether the mills ;ire able to meet that demand, whelher it is just and [ 
if not, what would be the amount the mills should gninl. 


^Ve have JIQ.doubt, at all,!hat Ihc operatives even with this increase 


would still be receiving what would merely be a fair wage, but while the 
manufacturers retus*c to grant it and I he operatives refuse to accept less, 


I hen. (he nl tern all vis is a strike, winch under the most favorable con- 
ditions brings more hardships upon (tie strikers than upon the employers, 


During the war, (here was a dcmiind for collective bargaining, and 


i! was generally supposed fo have' been granted, but since then many of 
Ihe big mills of New England refused to entertain it. 
It should be con- 


ceded all along the line. -The rp.prosentatives of (lie employers should 
sit-down with those of the operatives and thresh out all differences so as to 
reach 
some 
compromise 
by which strikes can be averted.

fiver, the slrike club should not be brandished over the beads of employers 
until the last extremity.

If we cannol have a state board of arbitration wilh some authority, 


then perhaps-we can hnvc a fact-finding commission vested with authority 
to ascertain the fuels nnd figures on which a just conclusion in regard 
lo wages in any particular case can be based, 
('resident Harding has 


appointed a fad-finding commission lo investigate the coal industry; and 
a hill lias been introduced in the New Hampshire legislature providing for 
such a commission to deal with (he demand for n 48-hour week and 
other questions involved in the :presenl wage dispute. 
What affects 
Hie 


mills of'rNe\v Hampshire and .Fall River will eventually alTcct those of 
Lowell, so that we cannot afford to be indifferent to the mill situation 
in any part o£ New England. 


The textile factories ot! Ne» .-Knglantl seem lo be on the eve of a 


period of prosperity'and it would be loo bad if it be desi roved by Inbor 
troubles.
